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the barons. In this way the masses learned 
to think and act as individuals, and a con- 
sciousness of their power, thus acquired, led 
them to demand the election of a House of 
Commons, the first representative body of 
the people. Puritans refused to be con- 
trolled by bishops, and Quakers refused to 

be governed by presbyters. Catholics and 

Jews, long excluded from any participation 

in the politics of England, demanded a share 

in the government, and obtained it. Thus 
the struggle between patriarchism and in- 
dividualism went on; the latter always 
gaining the -victory at last, and finally, by 
the wonderful workings of Providence, ob- 
taining possession of the vast arena of the 
United States, with all the world for specta- 
tors. But patriarchism still keeps the field, 

and occasionally shows fight even here, 
though becoming more and more shadowy 

in its outline, more and more feeble in its 


tones. It is a kind of exiled and wandering’ 


monarch, taking refuge from the dislike of 
the people in courts and palaces, as the 
Swarts did of old. But, even in this de- 
throned condition, absotutists everywhere 
still lean upon it as their chief 
support. As late as 1820, Charles Louis 
de Haller published four . volumes en- 
titled “Restoration of the Seience of 
Politics, or Theory of the Natural Social 
State, in Opposition to the Chimera of the 
Artificial Civil” In this book he ridicules 
the idea of governments based on the con- 
sent of the governed, and founds all his 
arguments againstit on the patriarchal ori- 
gin of the political state. He denies the 
right to form political unions or social con- 
tracts. He maintains that, as the father is 
the natural ruler of his children, so is the 
master of his slaves, and the prince of his 
subjects; all these being the divinely ap- 
pointed representatives of families of lesser 
or larger size. This book is held up as a 
standard by the absolutists of Europe. It is 
their great spear of Goliath against the 
sling and stones of individualism. When I 
read Prof. Lewis’s articles on “Household 
Suffrage” I queried whether he. had been 
reading Haller’s book, and been converted 
by it; for the tone of those articles seems 
to me very distrustful of republican institu- 
tions. 

The Professor writes in a kindly and 
conscientious spirit, but be seems to take no 
cognizance of changes required by the 
changing. circumstances of the world. 
Some of his. arguments prove too much. 
If Tammany Hall is the inevitable result of 
popular voting for rulers, then it is decided- 
ly a bad thing for men to vote. Var be it 
from. me to wish to have the masculines 
morally poisoned at that fearful rate, while 
the feminines are patriarchally immured in 
safe seclusion. But I do not consider Tam- 
many Hall a natural outgrowth of our re- 
publican institutions.

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A EVE WITH 


THOLUCK. 
BY REV. WILLIAM ALVIN BARTLETT, 


In the year 1857, matriculated as a stu- 
dent at the University of Halle, Dr. Tho- 
luck’s name stood first and chiefest on my 
Anmeldebuch, Tholuck was then the theo- 
logical Washington, foremost in the war 
against rationalism, and honored as the 
veritable St. George who slew the skeptical 
dragon.

Moravian prophet, Baron von Kottwitz. 
When De Wette was expelled from the chair 
of Oriental Literature at Berlin for his mis- 
construed letter to Ludwig Sand, that fanat- 
ical devotee to the freedom of Fatherland, 
and assassin of Kotzcbue, Tholuck was 
called to the vacancy. 

At the time of which I write Tholuck 
had stepped from Berlin to Halle, and from 
the shoes of De Weitte to those of Dr.

ThOluck’s versatility and directness, tem- 
pered with a rare gentleness, made him the 
person in whom, more than in any other, 
the victory over rationalism was celebrated.

’ I wise you, O Reader! a Happy New 
Year. 
Nevertheless, for writer and reader, or 
friend and friend, to wish each other hap- 
piness is perhaps not the wisest of wishes. 


Sorrow, and not joy, is the great refiner of 


human life—the great purifier of human 
character. Recall that ecstatic passage in 
the Apocalypse which asks, Who are 
those arrayed in white? and which an- 
swers, These are they who have passed 
through great tribulation. Souls into which 
sorrow enters, God enriches: but souls 
which sorrow shuns are heirs disinherited. 
Nevertheless, we always say to the mer- 
chant, “I wish you prosperity,” and to the 
bride, “I wish you joy:” forgetting that as 
men suffer they grow strong, and as women 
sorrow they grow saintly. At the end of 
life, a man finds himself rich not %o much 
by his fortunes as by his misfortunes; and 
all through life, the good women whose 
daily example teaches, blesses, and rebukes 
us most inspiringly, are they who through 
much trial have attained peace. The Per- 
sians had a vase of glass which when 
empty was colorless, but when filled with 
wine flashed forth many rare pictures. A 
4osom empty of heart-ache makes a luster- 
teas life; but a bosom in which a heart 
‘bleeds reveals hidden virtues. Paul, the 
dong-sufferer, first learned and then taught 
the philosophy of suffering: “Now no 
‘hastening for the present seemeth to be 
joyous, but grievous; nevertheless, after- 
‘ward it yieldeth the peaceable fruit of right- 
eousneses unto them which are exercised 
thereby.” Thus, at last, afflictions become 


‘pleasures, and it is given unto great souls 


to know “the joy of grief.” 


Now, as unto men, 80 also unto nations, 
“Tt is better,” said 
Robert Hall, “to be wakened by the crow- 
ing of the cock than by the blowing of the 
‘rampet.” But this nation, for a generation,

cock, and yet grew continually selfish. At

The Presi- 
dent is no longer a hindrance; he is a 
shadow. The Democratic party is no long- 
er an obstacle; itisa memory. The Union 
party is the dictator of the Republic. If 
this party shall prove unworthy of its high 
mission, let its majorities dissolve like an 
army disbanded. But Congress is expected 
to fulfill the great expectations whici: its 
leading radicals have created. Let it tirst 
abolish Andrew Johnson’s freaks of state 
governments, and then let it give the ballot 
to Southern loyalists without distinction of 
race. It is high time that this nation should 
cease to insult the Almighty for having cov- 
ered human hearts with black skins.

Count Gaspaktn’s letter has floated 
across the sea to this far-away country-town 
of the West. 

I admire that Republican Frenchman. 
He understands American affairs, loves 
American ideas, and. believes in the Ameri- 
can people. I took off my hat to his rather 
ugly portrait, when I first saw it on the 
walls of the Union League in New York. 
But a good man may give bad advice. 
The Count adds his voice to the cry for a 
It is an easy thing to pardon wrongs 
which are done, not to ourselves, but to 
other people. It is a French philanthropy 
that pardons the South for wronging the ne- 
gro. If, instead, the South were at this mo- 
ment shooting down Frenchmen, burning 
their echool-houses, and stealing their chil- 
dren, Count Gasparin would probably not 
ask for an amnesty to the South. 

It is difficult to make a foreigner believe 
that a rebellion in the interest of Human 
Slavery—a rebellion instigated by the three 
commbined lusts of power, of greed, and of 
passion—a rebellion whose atrocities have 
been paralleled only by the warfare of In- 
dian, savages—a rebellion subdued on the 
field, but still raging in Southern men’s 
breasts ; it is difficult, I say, to make even 
one of the most intelligent of foreigners, like 
Count Gasparin, believe that sucha rebellion 
is the work of an ordinary enemy, who is to 
be dealt with by ordinary means and trust- 
ed on ordinary terms. 

The South, when accustomed to rule, 
patterned her public conduct after that of 
her most -tyrannous slave-masters—ruling 
royally, brooking no opposition, and play- 
ing the oppressor grandly. But the South, 
forced to obey, copies the conduct of her 
most vicious slaves—feigning a submissive- 
ness, practicing a deceit of loyalty asa mask 
for treason, and pretending to be a peace 
while yet plotting war. 

An amnesty to the South, which shall in- 
vest her with her old: political prerogatives, 
which shall give her an equal voice with the 
North in the government of the Union, and 
which shall leave in her hands her old 
Opportunity to oppress the negro, would 
merit the opprobrium of the civilized world. 

Nevertheless the Radical: party, in de- 
manding justice to the negro, demands no 
injustice to the white man.

Republican party, has been in favor of len- 
ient rather than of severe terms, in settling 
with the rebellion. The Radical party 
holds, with Macaulay, that after a great re- 
bellion a wise, victorious, and humane gov- 
ernment will pardon the many and punish 
thefew. And even in punishing the few, 
what shall be the punishment? Death? 
The Radical party asks for no drop of blood. 
Confiscation? It begrudges no man his 
property. Exile? It bears too little ill- 
will to foreign nations to expatriate 
American renegades to foreign shores. 
What then? It demands that the ring- 
leaders of the rebellion shall be deprived of 
the power of casting a ballot and of hold- 
ing an office. In New York State, even a 
pickpecket who steals fifteen dollars, gnd 
goes to jail, can never afterward, on com- 
ing out, go to the ballot-box or run for an 
office. Is treason a less crime than petty 
larceny? The Radical party, therefore, de- 
mands that the men who lately lifted their 
hands to destroy this nation shall not now 
be inyited to govern it. To this end, it de- 
mands that the test-oath, like a sword of 
fire, shall guard the doors of the Federal 
Capitol against the intrusion of traitors. It 
demands that Andrew Johnson’s usurping 
state governments shall be displaced by 
legal and valid legislatures. It demands 
that a Southern black man shall not fare 





“a white man murders a negro in cold 
blood, and his trial is a farce.” Does Count 
Gasparin consider such a farce as a serious 
argument for an act of amnesty ? 

Nay, good Count ! 

Does the New Orleans riot plead for an 
amnesty to the rioters ? 

The plain truth is, the rebellious states are 
still too defiant, atill too disordered, still too 
fall of threatenings and slaughters, to be ad- 
mitted just yet on any terms whatsoever. 

I believe that the amnesty which the 
North has already granted to the South— 
the amnesty by which traitors have been 
given back their lives, their houses and 
homes, their facilities for business, and an 
open gate to the pursuit of happinese—this 
amnesty is already'as much as the nation 
can now grant to the South. j 
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were to become the 
law of the whole land to-morrow, it would 
not in the least affect the question of a Gen- 
eral Amnesty. Impartial Suffrage stands 
on its own foundation, which is the citizen's 
right to his franchise. General Amnesty 
stands on its own foundation, which is 
the good behavior of the culprits who want 
to be amnestied. The negro has already 
earned his ballot; the rebel has not yet 
earned his amnesty. 

“Tt is important,” says the Count, “ that 
peace should be peace, and that pardon 
should be pardon.” This is an eminently 





worse for being a loyalist than a Southern 
white man for being a traitor. 

All these demands may be very unreason- 

able, very cruel, and very unmagnanimous: 
nevertheless, they are made; nor should 
they be abated. 
Count Gasparin speaks against the Con- 
stitutional Amendment. I am glad he dis- 
likes it. The Radical party shares this re- 
pugnance. “It has always appeared to me,” 
says he, “ that, for the first time, to sanction 
by an article of the Constitution a distinction 
founded on color is to give a strange con- 
clusion to a victory of the North.” These 
are wise words. THE INDEPENDENT re- 
echoes them. Opposed to the Constitutional 
Amendment from the beginning, this journal 
will oppose it to the end. The amendment 
commits the political fate of the negro to 
the hands of the rebel. This is an act of 
moral delinquency of which the North ought 
not to be guilty. Count Gasparin has clear 
moral perceptions, and sees that under the 
Constitutional Amendment, as under the old 
régime of slavery, the negro must submit his 
neck to the oppressor’s heel. 

But Count Gasparin, in asking for the 
admission of the Southern States, does not 
know their temper. A law is one thing; 
its observance another. The Count thinks 
that, under a law of Impartial Suffrage, we 
could afford to admit the South. But 
what reverence does the South show for 
any law enacted in the interest of the Negro 
or the North? For instance, there has 
always been a constitutional provision guar- 
anteeing freedom of speech and of the press 
in all patts of the United Stats. But of 
what validity has this provision been in the 
Southern States? Has it protected a North- 
ern man in the utterance of his opinions ? 
There i$, moreover, a Constitutional Amend- 
ment which forever prohibits slavery in the 
United States. And yet, have not negroes 
lately been sold as slaves in Maryland by 
order of the courts? Would the Count like 
to know under what pretext they were sold ? 
The phraseology of the prohibitory amend- 
ment is, “Neither slavery nor involuntary 
servitude, except as a punishment for crime.” 
A negro commits a crime—steals a chicken, 
perhaps, or shows his dusky skin and pre- 
tends to be a human being, which is crime 
enough in Maryland—and he is sold by the 
courts into involuntary servitude. Now, are 
rebels, who recommit the ancient outrages 
of the slave-market upon loyalists, to be re- 
warded for their barbarity by an act of 
amnesty ? 

The last number of the Memphis Ava- 
lanche publishes a “black-list” of such 
of the business men of that city as 
were opposed to the rebellion, commenting 
thus: “From this time henceforth and for- 
ever, let every true Southern man who was 
an ex-rebel, or whose son, brother, father, 
or cousin was one—let him avoid the busi- 
ness firm of ———” [then follows the list.] 
The journal adds, “Henceforth they are 
famous, Small Pox or Tarantula. Either 
will answer.” Now does Count Gasparin 
propose to offer to the Memphis Avalanche 
en act of amnesty? 

North Carolina is said to have been, and to 
be now, the least rebellious of the rebel states. 
But what is the loyalty of North Carolina? 
The Wilmington Dispatch threatens another 
rebellion. “ Already,” it says, “the South- 
ern people have given evidence of their 
capacity as soldiers. With the North united 
against. them, miany of their own people 
against them, no organized government to 
commence with, no army, no navy, no re- 
sources, nothing to coalesce them but a prin- 
ciple, and on that thousands refusing to 
atand, they kept up an uneven contest for 
independence for four years with a valor 
determination wnexcelied. Jn thie ap. 
Preaching conflict, for conflict there will be if 
Congress attempts to destroy the states, 
they will have nearly half of the North as 
allies, and will be themselves united. © Tizy 
wil fight to the knife, and then to the hilt.”

THE DECISION OF THE SUPREME 
cov. 


Tue opinion pronounced by the Supreme 
Court in the case of Milligan has pro- 
duced aprofound impression. This is not 
caused so much by the fact that the Court 
decided, in the face of precedents still fresh 
in the general recollection, that the mili 
¢om whigh tried the traitor and his 
accom wasvillégal, and its acts void, 
as thata majority of the judges eagerly em- 
braced the occasion to strike a blowat a 
long series of measures deemed necessary 
to crush the rebellion and save the country. 
We cannot forbear repeating that so much 
of the opinion as seems to have been con- 
curred in by the whole Court runs counter 
to grave and well-considered precedents. 
It inferentially condemns the proceedings of 
those tribunals which punished Kennedy 
for attempting to fire the city of New York, 
and Harrold, Payne, and their associates for 
conspiring to assassinate Lincoln and Sew- 
ard, and virtually declares that these men 
suffered juridico-military murder. While 
the motives of the four judges 
who.cogcurred with the majority on the 
main question involved, we still think they 
erred in’ not stapdiag firmly upon these 
precedents, and that, by abandoning them, 
they opened the door for the extra-judicial 
assault of which they complain. 
But, waiving this. point, and turning to 
the obiter dicta of the five judges, we, in 
common with the great body of the people 
who carried the country through its years 
of peril, regard it ag.the most dangerous 
opinion ever pronounced by that tribunal. 
This opinion has been pondered by our 
readers. We shall not attempt to disentan- 
gle, thread by thread, the net-work of mere 
technicalities in which the five judges strive 
to enmésh the national cause. Nor shall 
we waste criticism on the verbose sophis- 
tries with which they labor to conceal the 
iniquitous doctrines propounded. But we 
wil briefly point out the results to which 
this political pronunciamento, if accepted as 
sound lew, will lead. 
Theoretically, the opinion is a condemna- 
tion, an outlawry, of all such legislation, 
and all such executive and ‘military acts, as 
‘were resorted to to ‘preserve the life of the 
nation, but which lay outside of the beaten 
track traversed of old by congresses, presi- 
dents, end executive departments, ere the 
gun aimed at Sumter “fired the shot heard 
round the world” For if as. the majority 
of the Court say in substance, neither Gon- 
grees, nor the President, nor thesubordinate 
administratiye departments, had power to 
adopt ahd enforce, outside of states where 
the clagh of arms was then actually re- 


ed to the exigency, then all laws, proclama-. 
tions, or orders, tending to these ends, 
whethe seeking to raise men or money for 
carrying on the war, or to punish those who 
gave aid and comfort to the enemy, were 
null void. Carried to its logical con- 
Clusions, it not merely unsettles, but it up- 
heaves, the foundations of a large share of 
the war legislation of three congresses. It

We 
have not put a specious gloss upon the text 
of the majority of the Court. Their partisan 
fulminations have been interpreted in quar- 
ters apt at detecting uncertain sounds, and 
quick to discern the true ring. Speaking in 
behalf of the whole Johnsonian press, 7’he 
World says that the opinion “convicts the 
Executive Administration of usurpation dur- 
ing the war, and justifies the opposition made 
to it by the Democratic party”—that is to 
say, the Democratic party both North and 
South, as constituted now, and as it existed 
during the conflict of arms. But the short 
answer to this is, that the opinion of the five 
judges is not law, and will not be so regarded. 
So far as it bears upon the actual points in 
issue, and is a determination of the case 
under review, it will be yielded to. Beyond 
this, it will be treated asa mere partisan 
harangue, unseemly because of the source 
whence it emanated ; of no force beyond the 
intrinsic weight of the arguments adduced ; 
@ sorry attempt of five not very distin- 
guished persons to exhibit themselves as 
profound jurists, whereas they have only 
succeeded in proving themselves to be very 
poor politicians. 

We regret this decision on many grounds, 
The Supreme Court had begun to recover 
the prestige tarnished by the Dred Scott 
decision. That untoward proceeding im- 
parted a keener edge to the criticisms of 
Jefferson, Jackson, and Benton, who pro- 
nounced the Court an anomaly in our repub- 
lican system, and declared that its extraordi- 
nary power to nullify the laws of Congress, 
and restrain Executive action, rendered it 
more dangerous to popular liberty than all 
| other branches of the government. It stimu- 
| lated a fresh recollection of the historic fact 
that the King’s Bench of England had not 


mounce an act of Parliament void. But, 
now that Taney was in his grave, and some 
of his coNeagues in the Dred Scott infamy 
had openly joined the rebellion, and the 
Court had in consequence been partially re- 
organized, the people had begun to cast ap- 
proving glances toward a tribunal which had 
been presided over by Jay and Marshall. 
The recent decision restores the Court to 
“ the bad eminence” it occupied when Taney 
dictated its decrees, and will again with- 
draw from it that entire confidence which a 
loyal people would fain repose in its adjudi- 
cations. 

It is now nearly ten years since the sim- 
ultaneous appearance of James Buchanan’s 
inaugural message and Roger B. Taney’s 
Dred Scott pronunciamento, discovered to 
the people an unholy conspiracy between 
the President and the Supreme Court to 
betray the old-time liberties of the country. 
Will not the incautious harangues of An- 
drew Johnson from the stump, and the 
graver utterances of the five judges from 
the bench, arouse in reflecting minds a pain- 
ful suspicion that another coalition betwecn 
the executive and the judiciary has been 
formed, whose aim and purpose is to de- 
prive the nation of some of the most cher- 
ished results of four years of terrible but 
successful war? Itis not that the recent 
decision shields from deserved punishment 
the conspirator whose fate was pending, 
which provokes so general a protest from 
the loyal lips of the country. Rather is it 
the blow, aimed from behind that shield 
at the patriot cause, which falls so heavily 
upon the heart of the people. Nor does it 
lessen the severity of that blow to remem- 
ber that two of the judges, without whose 
aid it could never have been struck, owe 
their elevation to the great cause, the gener- 
ous party, and the good man whose inter- 
ests, whose confidence, whose memory they 
have cruelly stabbed. But let us take cour- 
age! The same people who triumphed 
over Taney, and stamped his unjust judg- 
ment with infamy, are again aroused to 
battle for the same principles against the 
same tribunal. We believe that the victory 
will be swift and sure.

Ir shows bow perilous is our state when 
Webave to hang all our hopes of the po- 
litical regeneration of the South on a single 
branch of the government. It also shows 
our strength. “The people are masters,” 
uid the wise Lincoln, “of Congress and 
te Courts.” This he said in viewof a 
Dred Scott Court and a Crittenden Gon- 
ges: Itis equally true when the Presi- 
dent takes the place of Congress, not as a 
doubtful but actual traitor. 

Tomake that vast region peaceful and loy- 
al is the mighty task placed by Providence 
upon the Congress of the nation. How 
shallit bring order out of that chaos; se- 
turity out of that riotous bloodthirsti- 
utes ; and righteousness out of stupendous, 
tacient, and deep-rooted sin?

CONGRESS AND THE CURRENCY. 
Te most important subject that the pres- 








our legal currency, ‘itis a very strong argu- 
ment in jits.favor. 

Though Congress has, thus far, grievously 
disappointed the people tn respect to its ac- 
tion on the currency question, we are by no 
means despondent as to its future; and, at 
the worst, we can look to the Fortieth Con- 
gress, which will assemble on the fourth of 
March next, for prompt action. Although 
most ofthe Washington reports concur in 
the statement that Congress will not per- 
mit any increase of the National Bank cur- 
rency, norrescind the resolution allowing 
the Secretary todestroy four millions a month 
of legal-tender, we do not think it by any 
means certain that both measures will not 
be passed during the next sixtydays. The 
disposition of the lower house has been test- 
ed but twice by an actual vote on a financial 
subject. On a proposition to adopt means 
for en entire extinction of the National 
Banks, the vote was two to one against it, 
while on the proposition to rescind the res- 
olution allowing the Secretary to destroy 
currency at the rate of fourmillionsa month 
the vote was thirty in favarto eighty against 
it. Sooner orlater it will have to be done; 
for,when it is discovered that.to destroy our 
legal-tender means the increase cf our na- 
tional debt to the full amount of the cur- 
rency destroyed, the people will begin to 
open their eyes to the supreme folly of such 
@ proceeding. And of one thing the party 
now in the ascendency may be sure: the 
people will never re-elect those who bring 
financial ruin upon them and the country. 
The specie payment policy is the policy of 
the Democratic party; it is the policy of 
President Johnson, and the policy of his 
Secretary, who adopts the whole policy of 
the President; and it is opposed by some 
of the sturdiest, purest, and ablest men in 
Congress. These ought to be sufficiently 
powerful reasons to induce a Republican 
Congress to hesitate long before adopting a 
scheme which its most malignant enemies 
recommend and its truest friends disap- 
prove. 





COMMISSIONER WELLS’ REPORT. 


To spare itself the trouble of thinking, 
and of collecting dry facts and figures, Con- 
gress created the anomalous office of a Com- 
missioner of Revenue, whose duty it should 
be to investigate our revenue laws, and 
suggest such alterations and additions there- 
to ashe might think proper. The Secretary 
of the Treasury selected Mr. Wells for the 
position, and Mr. Wells has made a very 
long report, in conformity wih the Secre- 
tary’s opinions, which Congress has now 
under consideration. Mr. Wells we believe 
to be an industrious and well-meaning 
statistician, and he has presented a large 
mass of valuable statistical information—val- 
uable as all correct statistics must be to 
those who know how to make a proper use 
ofthem. But Mr. Wells has not been con- 
tent to exercise his proper functions, and 
in attempting to extract philosophical or 
scientific conclusions from his multifarious 
facts he makes a sad business ofit. He 
lectures Congress as though he were a pro- 
fessor of economical ethics in a normal 
school of political economy ; and he not 
only expounds the principles on which all 
revenue laws should be based, but he even 
subinits an entire tariff for the adoption of 
Congress. There are some valuable sugges- 
tions in Mr. Wells’ report, but a good many 
that are of quite a diferent character, and 
it combines so many contradictions that an 
attempt to adopt his principles or recom-

if in his opinion it were safe to do it; and 
there are certain financial writers who are 
80 misled by the superstition of specie pay- 
ments that they commend the act. The 
Secretary of the Treasury is one of the old- 
school bullionists, who believes in the ne- 
cessity of specie payments, and, of course, 
was not likely to neglect any opportunity 
for bringing about that measure. He 
not only availed himself of the privilege 
to destroy, or “retire,” as it is more tender- 
ly called, four millions a month, but asks

A Francia, Errort.— According to 
Secretary McCulioch’s last monthly state- 
ment of the public debt, it appears that, in 
order to carry out his scheme for improving 
the finances, he sold some four millions of 
gold-bearing six per cent. bonds, and de- 
stroyed the same amount of non-interest 
legal-tender notes.
